— It was 
jolly times we had in those days, 
T can tell you—Iittle suspecting, 
poor chaps! what was o-coming.

out of the rubbish, Uke spitlikens, 
orn window-frame hanging from 
a muss of loose brick. 

Quantides of merchandise were 
stil underneath the ruins, foro 
well-stocked = obozanr had been 
burted with {ts contents, “It would 
fake the whole army of Persia to 
dig out Dilman," said an ald mun 
who had beet buried alive for 
severnl hours, before his relatives, 
hearing: grunts under the earth, 
had succeeded In chiawing an way 
out for him with their bare bands. 
Many other people were still 
buried, alive or dend, under the 
debris. 

The Nestorinns and Armenians 
are a hardy people. They have 
withstood persecutions as fearful 
as the ‘quakes which still con- 
tinued, so that nobody dured sleep 
under a roof, In mid-winter camp. 
beds were pitched In the dust and 
sand atone what had once been a 
prosperous strect. 

Having an Introductlon to the 
mayor, I was offered = shelter In 
one of the hantily erected sheds, 
in which there was netther front 
wall nor division.

On that occasion my Christmas 
dinner conststed of bread — 1 
portion of the Government dole, 
tssued’ daily—and some muddy 
water folntly Ravoured with ten;

of the shed burned Httle families 
of candles. For on Christmas Day 
ench Nestorian lights a tlper re- 
presenting his own life. 

According to the way It burns, 
he knows what will huppen to him 
during the followlng yeur. If It 
gutters out too soon, he will not 
live to see another Christmas, So 
you can imagine how the waits of 
that high and fsoluted plateau 
crouched among — the . rubbish 
heaps, wrapped In odds and ends 
of clothing, walehing the wax 
dips provided by the Government 
Salvage Corps or saved at enor- 
mous risk from houses in the pro- 
cess of crumbling, 


Hanging over the feeble Names, - 


hungry, stil after the brend which 
was largely mixed with dust, they 
prayed ereely to a very personal 
God In some such terms as these: 
“You know, Lord, where the old 
earved chest with brass hinges is 
hidden.

Ten days T stuyed with a family 
covering four fencrations, We all 
alept on the same mattress. It wag 
placed near the huge round oven 
sunk in the middle of the earthen

undreased; but I used to take up 
a careful position at the end of 
the room and discarded only my. 
riding, boots. 

T remember we spent a Jot of 
time during the week preceding 
Christmas =omuking raw alcoho!

Here is one--quite 4 good one to 
start the progriumme with.

To start with you produce a pick 
of cords. An ordinary pack it wilt 
seem, But before the evening his 
begun you will hive -ma It a 
polnt to “treat” that pack by cares 
fully vorting it out into two dis- 
tinct heaps—all the even cards in 
one heap and all the odd tn ay 
other. In dolng this made sure to 
treat the Jacks and kings as odd 
cards, and the queens as even 
cards, 


Shue these two heaps separate- 
ly, and then reform the pack by 
putting one heap on top of the 
other. .

CAN'T GO WRONG 


—Froin tis you can go on to an 
even more umazing demonstration. 
Take the pack of cards and hand 
it to two or three different people 
to shuffle thoroughly. Then deal 
off the top four cards, ask an on- 
douker to tale them and memorlse 


one of them and return the four to’ 


you, 


Then, placing the four curds face 
downwards on the table, deal off 
four more cards, which you hand 
to a sgcund onlouker with the ame 
request to remember one of them, 
und on receiving them back place 
them face downwards on top of 
the first four, Repeat this with two 
more sets of four.

Having seen every action you 
have made the audience has only 
one answer when you innocently 
ask “Where are the kings now?”

top of the pack. As you hold cach 
card up it will be seen they are 
the four kings. 

How is it done? Very simply, 
When you hold up the four kings 
at the beginning of the trick you 
also hold squarely behind them 
four other curds.

For if the bottom cards of the two 
portions are of the same colour, 
both portions will:contain an even 
number of cards. But if the bottom 
curds are of different colours It is 
absolutely sure the portions both 
contain an odd number. 

Quite an effect can be produced 
by a trick which seems {to be a 
blend of thought-rending and card- 
mugic.

experiment on. By the time you 
have considered ench sectlon, you 
should have 0 good general know~ 
ledge of your subject. 

1.—General Survey (Fig. 1)- 

Look at both hands to begin with. 
‘The left hand shows inherited tol- 
ents, the right shows what we 
have made of our inheritance. Note 
any difference in the marks on 
the two hands. Good lines on 
the left hand which are not re- 
peated on the right: Indicate hid- 
den or wasted gifts. New lines 
appearing on the right hand show 
success duc to personal effort. 
Really promising lines will be 
marked on both hands. 

Having made a note of these 
points, you can confine your at- 
tention to the right hond, using 
the left only for reference, 

THUMBS IMPORTANT 

Generally speaking, o long hand 
denotes the thinker, and the short, 
brond hand belongs to the practi- 
cal person. But for more: definite 
guidance, look at Fig. 1, 9 mop of 
the hand showing the significance 
of each part. Compare this with 
your own hand, noting the ‘bumps’ 
on the palm—calicd mounts — and 
the comparative length. of the fin- 
gers. This will often give the 
key to the whole character. For 
instance, a long first finger, with 
a well-developed mount at its 
base, shows an ambitious, perhaps 
rather ‘bossy’ person. 

The jarger the mounts, the more 
emotional is the owner of the hand.

Some wo- 
men have a very noticeable mount 
on the inner side of the hand, near

A large mount below the third 
finger, especially when cut by a 
clear Line of Success (see Fig. 4) 
shows great promise in art, liter- 
ature or any profession which 
comes well before the public cye. 

2—The Thumb (Fig. 2). 

The thumb {s the guide of the 
whole personality. Note carefully 
the shape of the three parts; the 
tip, showing will-power, the mid- 
dle part, showing tact and, rea— 
sonableness, the base, showlng love. 
and passion. Note also the total 
Jength of the thumb, and the an- 
gle at which it is sct to the rest 
of the hand. 

The meaning of cach polnt is 
best explained by referring to the 
three thumbs shown in Fig. 2. 
A shows a short, thick thumb with 
a bulbous tip. This indicates a 
strong-willed, obstinate person. 
The shortness of the thumb shows 
manual rather than intellectual 
pursuits, and its close approach 
to the side of the hand speaks of 
closeness in moncy matters. (Let's 


hope you won't find all these char 


acteristics on the hand!) 
LINE OF LIFE 

B shows a long flexible thumb, 
pointed at the tip, narrow at the 
bose, and standing well out from 
the hand. The owner will be 
very easily led (shown by the 
backward curve) weak-willed, but 
with good principles (shown by 
the pointed tip) anda studious 
outlook. The narrow base indi- 
cates lack of strong feeling, and 
the wide angle between hand and 
thumb suggests a careless attitude 
towards money. © <_ 

C strikes the hoppy medium be- 
tween the two other thumbs. Here 
the thumb is firm, with a ‘“walst- 
ed” middle part, Indicating the 
person with a definite mental out- 
ook, open to reason’ and capable 
of handling o diMcult aituatlon 
with diplomacy. The well-de- 
veloped base shows sympathy and 
loyal affection.

Every hand sbows, In some de-

It should be “long, clear and un- 
broken, The dotted Mnes show 
the most useful variations. For 
instance, the almost straight line, 
narrowing the base of the thumb, 
shows a lack of vitality.

When the line rises between {he 
first two fingers, the affectatlons 
will be more tranquil, and perhaps 
a Hittle selfish.

4.—Career and Success (Fig. 4). 

These are shown by two lnes 
which run down the hand from the 
second and third fingers respec- 
tively. They vary a great deal, 
and may not be present at all. 
The Line of Fate shows the pro- 
bnble career of the owner. When 
clear and unbroken, it shows suc- 
cess in one calling. Breaks indi- 
cate changes and a woman's Fate 
Line often stops at the Line of 
Heart, indicating a career termin- 
ated by marriage. When the line 
is closely bound to the Linc of 
Life, the owner was hampered at 
first by strong home ties, When 
well away from that Ilne, the op- 
posite was the case. 

The Line of Success shows luck, 
brilliance, ond happiness. Those 
who have it seem to possess some 
personal magnetism which aids 


their chosen calling. They do espe~ 
clally well in art, music, or litera- 
ture. When the line rises from the 
outside edge of the wrist thelr suc- 
ecss will depend on the favour 
and caprice of others, as with a 
popular’ film-star or artist.

important of the accompani= 
ments to the Christmas bird and 
the pudding, will play just as in- 
teresting part In festive fare as 
do the nccessories in a 
scheme.

actual dishes, the housewife will

That is the spirit In ideas on the 
subject of stuffings and ‘sauces,

CHESTNUT AND HAM 
FORCEMEAT 

Here ts a most detectable force- 
made in 
Rencrous quantities, us It ls detl- 
clous when cold. Enough should 
be prepared to MI the body ox 
well as the crop af the bird, 

‘Tuke 2lb or more of chestnuts, 
as there are usually some bad ones, 
wt good thick rasher of lean ham, 4 
pint basinful of breadcrumbs, one 
Rood-sized)=oonlon, 5 or 6 cloves, 
the liver nf the bird, grated rind 
of vu temon, a tablespoonfut of 
butter, salt, pepper, a’ dash of 
cayenne, 2 egies, . 

Scald and peel chestnuts, Sim- 
mer till tender inn little stock or 
water, just enough to cover, with 
the onion cut small, the liver, and 
the cloves, ‘The Suid from this 
mikes nn rich nrnvy to use with 
the bird, 

Remove cloves, pound the nuts, 
etcetera, to o paste, keeping moils- 
tened with a Uttle, of the fluid. 
Add the ham, finely minced, 
crumbs, lemon rind, butter and 
seasoning. Mix all very — thor- 
oughly.

themselves were destroyed off the 
Falkland = Islnnds. The Emdeén, 
whose successful career was brought 
to un end by the same desire to at- 
tack an outpost of our Empire, and 
whose hull still les in the waters of 
the Cocos Islands. The Koenigsberg, 
who sank a British gunboat at Pemba 
before being interned In the Rufiji 
river, where she was eventually 
destroyed, but not before most of 
her guns had been Janded to form the 
heavy artillery of von Lettow's force 
in the East African campaign.

“When we realise how rapidly 
Germany's precious stock of first- 
grade aviation spirit would disappear 
If mass bombing ralds were to begin, 
It ls easy to understand the com- 
parative inaction of her Afr Force.”

It is not strange that the 
nations which are most 
dangerous to-day are those 
which have cultivated a 
form of life that is exclusive 


to. themselves, and which’ 


rigidly and intensively train 
their citizens by methods 
that support these princi- 
ples and no others. 


The Germans may sny on the one 


hand that Nazism {fs not for export 
and the Russians on the other may 
say that Bolshevism is, but the polnt 
fs that both agree, that other con~ 
ceptions of life can not only find no 
place in their scheme but cannot 
even be considered, 


Cordon Round State 


Each of these nations has drawn o 
cordon round thelr state and refuse 
admission to alien fdeas, and a hear- 
ing to the people who might possibly 
chonge thelr views. - Neither Rus- 
sians nor Germans travel outside 
thelr own boundarles, Each place is 
a prison which confines Its own clti- 
zens, lest by visits abrond they may 
become Infected, Facilities for tra- 
vel have never been so preat as they 
ore to-day, but as-far as Russia and 
Germany are concerned they may os 
well not exist. It is extremely dim- 
cult for a Russian to get o possport 
to go abruad, and It is just as hard 
fur a German to get out of Germany 
even Sf the passport were given, since 
the maximum sum a German could 
foke out of the country before this 
war started was ten dollars Hong 
Kong money, Divisen or forcign ex- 
change was not obtalnable, and It was 
therefore only by some proccss of 
barter that a German could support 
himself In England or in France. 
Enlightened people in Germany and 
there were some’ who realised the 
danger of such a circumscribed life, 
were most anxious before the war to 
get their daughters attached to some 
household where they would Icarn 
English and English ways and where 
they would give domestle help In re- 
turn for board and lodging or the

English youth Sf such an arrangement 
could be made. 

This, of course, only touched a 
very small fraction of the intelligent 
peopic, and was hardly likely to 
register any effect. 

Wherever one went however in 
Germany, oa request was sure to be 
made for some such arrangement, for 
such people realised that patriotism 
was not cnough, or perhaps uncon- 
sclously they felt that such patriotism 
as they had te profess was not found- 
ed on very substantla} ground, and 
they wanted to know by experiment 
or by comparison and contrast whe- 
ther such admiration as was demand- 
ed was quite justified. : 


At Mercy Of Leaders. 


Not only are Germans and Rus- 
sions practically unable to travel 
abroad especially {nto democratic 
cctntrics, but they find it difficult to 
learn ‘about such countries from books 
or newspupers since the home pro- 
duct merely echocs the thoughts of 
those in power, while the foreign 
books and newspapers are cither too 
expensive, or are nut available. It 
was possible to buy the “Times” and 
the “Daily Telegraph” on the news- 
paper stalls In the rallway station, 
or in the Unter den Linden when it 
wus not banned for having said 
comething that woz not in keeping 
with Nazi policy, but os we have 
said, few can afford io buy such 
papera daily, and so the public Is 
‘not kept informed. 


Let us be fair to Germany. how- 
ever, There were one or two news— 
papers in Germany whose editors did 
not always see cye to eye with the 
rullng party although they belong- 
ed to St, They would publish quite 
long criticul articles copied from the 
English press and of course comment 
reverely but brielly upun these ex- 
tracts but it was obvious that they 
wanted the criticism to be read 
rather than the comments on it and 


were quite successful in this way in 
conveying what they really felt. 
Then, wireless ogain merely con- 
veys tho words and thoughts of Dr. 
Goebbels, and nothing else. Should 
a lUstener have the temerity to listen 
in to a foreign statlon, If he Is found 
out he Js marched through the street 
with his hands tled behind his back, 
while a storin trooper, behind him, 
carries the offending instrument to 
advertise the nature of his crime.

Knowledge galned {s a valuable help 
in improving one’s own state. 

It is true that there is a working 
class movement in Germany which 
encourages travel. It is called the 
“Strength Through Joy Move- 
ment.” ‘Kraft durch = Freude’ 
and occasionally visits are paid 
forelgn countries, Italy entertained 
some of these people last year, but 
the hotel proprictors were not at 
pleased with their gucsts who had 
very little moncy to spend, and 
whoso hotel bills which were paid by 
the organisation were at tho lowest:

Much false ‘history. has 
been wriften and many 
erroneous ;opinions are the 
result of if. It is, however, 
far more Aisturbing to sce, 
in one’s own time, false his- 
tory ncot'so much being 
written as growing up of its 
own accord and forming 


part of the tribulation of the- 


age. There are many false 
opinions about the last war 
which are widely accepted. 


One that has considerable vogue in 
Engiand Is to the effect that the 
military lenders were always wrong, 
and that Mr, Lloyd George, In some 
ingenlous monner, was able to win 
the wor in spite of them, Another 
remarkable theory which finds gen- 
ernl aceeptance In the United States, 
is that America was persuaded, by 
insidious propaganda, to come into a 
war in which she ought never to 
have taken part, and that after It, 
the European Powers made ao dis- 
graceful peace at Versailles, which 
America rightly repudiuted, and 
which Is largely responsible for all 
subsequent disasters, Including the 
present war, 

That this opinion should prevail is 
probably duc to the assiduous and 
skilful propagation of German ideas 
over a period of twenty yeurs, It 
connot have been casy to persunde a 
Hreat people that thelr President, 
their Senate, thelr Congress, their 
Presy, and they themselves had been 
completely decelved and duped into 
spending a vast treasure and sacrifice 
ing many thousands of preclous ives 
in a vain and foollsh cause. If this 
were truc, what a fearful condemna- 
tlon would it supply, not only of the 
Icaders of both political parties, who 
concurred in the decision, but also 
of the rank and file, who almost unl- 
versally supported them. It scemed 
to many Europeans at the Hime, that 
President Wilson's great achieve- 
ment Was to have brought his nation 
united into war—which he could 
hardly have accomplished If he had 
ylelded to the promptings of ex- 
President Roosevelt, who would have 
come into the war very much soon- 
er. That both these remarkable men 
should have been entlrely wrong and 
should have follen: victlms to the 
subtlety of British propaganda, Is a 
view which’ most people would have 
suppused was unthinkable if it were 
not so widely accepted at the pre- 
sent tlme.

This is n question that 
I wns recently asked in New York, 
to which, perhaps, the best answer is 
nnother questlon — What would 
America have lost by staying out of 
the war? And the answer is—her 
own self-respect and the good opin- 
Jon of the world, and “that’s somc- 
what’, as Browning’s Fra Lippo 
Lipp! sald, “of slmple beauty". No 
nation gains much by warfare, which 
brings poverty and disaster to all, 


“but there Is oa thing called honour 


which men atlll treasure, ard there 
are Insulta which men stlll consider 
intolerable and not to be borne. If 
any American citizen — sincercly 
doubts the wisdom of his [cllow- 
countrymen In deciding to go to var 
twenty-two years ago, ict him calmly 
read the history of 1917, rather than 
Usten to. the subterranean German 
propnganda of 1939. It Js tot roth 
to prophesy thot he will rise from

the perusal of that history with a 
higher opinion of his own country, 
with a greater pride in its pust, and 
a freater confidence in its future. 

But where German propaganda has 
been even more successful, not only 
in America but also in Europe, !s in 
the vilification of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. ‘There arc honest men and 
women all over the world who sin- 
cerely believe that it was a crucl pay 
principal motive ana vested interests 
as ats principal authors. The oppo- 
site is’ of course the case, Never at 
the end of a war have the victors 
been less inspired by malice or more 
anxious to devise a system which 
should operate for the happiness of 
nil nations and the prevention of fu- 
ture conftlcts. 

For the first {Ime in history, the 
Idea was accepted that the peoples 
themselves, and not thelr 
should have some say in their future 
fate. From the point of view of the 
balance of power, it may have been 
an error not to have reconstructed 
the Austro-Hungarlan Empire, but 
{he renson for fts destruction was the 
accepted fact that the various races 
which composed it. no longer wished 


rulers, © 


to be ruled by the Hapsburgs. 

The creation of Czecho~-Slovakla 
was to the advantage of neither 
France, England, Italy or America. 
It was done solely in order to meet 
the wishes of the common people 
who lved in that part of the world. 
The same principles applied to Po- 
Jand, to Finland, to Estonla, to Lat- 
vin and to Lithunnia. The frontlers 
may not have been drawn with un- 
vatying correctitude, but those who 
drew them were moved by no other 
motive than the desire to mect the 
Wishes of the inhnbitants on clther 
side, : 


The principle of self-determinatlon 
was a new idea which was not as 
‘cary to put into practice as It sound- 
ed, but it was the right idea, it was 
the Idea that still prevailed’ and Is 
increasingly accepted, and the states- 
men who met In Paris in 1919 were 
first statesmen in the world who ever 
irled to enforce it. It should atzo 
always be remembered that bound 
up in the sume volume with the 
Trenty of Versniiles is the Covenant 
of the League of Natlons and that the 
Treaty cannot be understood or In- 
terpreted apart from the Covenant 
which is {ts basls. : 

By that Covenant tt wus hoped to 
establish a new order and o new 
system of settling the affairs of the 
world. It was hoped to set up ‘uv 
Parllament of Natlons, where all dis- 
putes would be considered and where 
judgment would be given and deci- 
slons reached which would be unl- 
versally accepted. The terms of thr 
Treaty, as was expressly stated in the 
text, were not intended to be final, 
nnd It was expected that the League 
of Nations would provide the Instrv- 
mient for thelr amendment, 

The Colantol Clauses have been 
eriticlsed. but In this department also 
the new theory was for the first timo 
Introduced. Agaln it was the well- 
being of the governed rather than 
the advantage of the governota which 
formed the principal consideration, 
The mandatory system laid down 
that these terriforles and their po- 
pulutions were not to become the 
private proverty of any power, but 
were to be administered for the 
benefit of the inhabitants and with a 
view to those Inhabitants eventually 
assuming the responsibility of sclf- 
government. The powers charged 
with the mandates were obliged to 
report annually to the League to give 
an account of thelr stewardships and 
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Britain has not yet been 
called upon to endure the 
visitation of. frightfulmess 
that was promised as our 
portion of Nazi retribution 
if we dared to stand athwart 
Hitler’s road to conquest 
and domination. 

We are fully consclous, of course, 


‘the tmmunity we Have enjoyed dur= 


ing the past wecks has not been duc 
to hesitation on any humanitarian 


grounds on the part of Hitler's war 
machine. Nor hag-it been regard for 


.the recognised rules of warfare that 


hos led Hitler to hold his itching 
hand, 


Hitler, who has yielded nothing to 
decency or honour in peace time 
either to hls own people or to weal 
opponents outside the natlon-wide 
prison he has created, is not the man 
to forego infilcting the maximum of 
destruction to the life, and of dam- 
age to the property, of the British 
people who have displayed tho nerve, 
the audacity and the strength of will 
to reject both his so-called divine 
insplration and divine mission. 


The ruthless applicailon of the 
policy of frightfulness !s with Hit- 
ler not a question of morality or 
humanity but simply one of oppor- 
tunity. If it will serve his foul pur- 
poses and base designs and he can 
Indulge It with a large measure of 
safety, he is not aMicted with doubts 
or hesitatians in advance or with re- 
morse and shame afterwards. 


Against the Pollsh natlon, whose 
defensive equipment for resistance 
and offensive resources for retalia- 
tlon were utterly inadequate, Hitler 
did not fall to employ frightfulness 
in all its most abhorrent and in- 
tlmidating forms. The clviNan popu- 


fo submit. to any criticism that they 
might receive. One of the Mandatca 
Territorics—Irak—hos_ actually be- 
come an Independent kingdom. 
These facts should be more widely 
known and more strongly inslsteu 
upon. The tnajority of those who 
signed the Treaty of Versailles ure 
no longer here to defend themselves, 
put in justice both to those who arc 
dead and to those who survive, ‘TY 
should go upon record that that 
Treaty is a document of which no 


man need be ashamed, ’

Winter has closed down - upon 
the great armies ‘assembled on the 
Franco-German frontier, and the 


possibillty of an immediate German. 


offensive in the West has gone. 

The question arises whether the 
immoblllty [mposed on the German 
forees by winter conditions will 
merge into chronic inaction, or 
whether the German High Command 
will make n determined effort {n the 
spring of next year to break through 
the Allled defences, 

The general impression of the in- 
formed tayman to-day Is that de- 
fensivé ‘tactics ‘and equipment have 
mastered offensive operations on 
land. . 

My own’ view Is 
thet the German - 
High Commend 
will not be deterred 
by this apparent 
superiority of defence over attack, 


German military leaders are un- 
likely to acquiesce in oa stalemate 
which can only result in a progres- 
sive weakening of Germany's pos!- 
on on the home front and [mmo- 
bilise indefinitely the powerful war 
machine which has been crented at 
such infinite cost. 


I am concerned here only with 
milltary factors. All turns upon the 
question whether the new weapons 
which have assumed Increasing im- 
portance since the last war will do- 
MAlnate the struggle or whether the 
older weapons In thelr modern form 
still retain thelr importance. 


Have tanks and aircraft supersed- 
ed infantry and. artillery ox the de- 
cisive ‘factors in warfare? 

In the last war the power of in- 
fantry and artillery weapons was 
Immensely Increased, but they were 
fur from having reached the Umit of 
thelr potentiolitles.. Nor were they 
used as effectively os they might have 
been. Troops were hurried into the 
struggle. inadequately trained and 
their leaders, pressed ond hampered 
by dny-to-day necessities, were un-
